I joined the Harvard Medical School faculty in 2004 after spending five years on faculty at the UAB 
School of Public Health. My research examines the economics of aging with a specific focus on the 
market for long-term care services. On average, I dedicate approximately 90 percent of my professional 
time to research, with the remaining 10 percent spent on teaching and related advisory and administrative 
responsibilities. I have authored 69 peer-reviewed publications, acting as lead author on 38 of these 
papers. I have served as the principal investigator on multiple federal- and foundation-sponsored grants 
including two ongoing NIA-supported ROls. I have maintained a strong commitment to teaching, student 
mentoring, and programmatic support. 

The long-term care field has undergone a tremendous transformation in recent years with the emergence 
of new patients, provider types, payers and delivery models. My research has helped shape our 
understanding of this evolving sector. One important contribution is my research on the economic 
explanations for low quality nursing home care. I developed an early body of work focusing on the role of 
Medicaid payment policy (PI, AHRQ R03 HS 11702), regulation, consumer information and 
macroeconomic factors towards explaining variation in nursing home quality. More recent work has 
considered the role of disparities (PI, NIA K01 AG24403), Medicare payment policy (PI, NIA R01 
AG34179), and nursing home ownership status (PI, NIA R01 AG30079). Another important area of 
contribution has been my research on the economic factors influencing the utilization of long-term care 
services. My research has examined factors such as the role of Medicaid eligibility policy, personal 
income, Medicare payment policy, the growth of home and community based services, and the supply of 
assisted living (PI, Robert Wood Johnson Foundation). 

A more recent research focus involves the conflicting incentives introduced by Medicare's coverage of 
acute and post-acute services and Medicaid's coverage of long-term care services. I have been invited to 
present my research on this topic at both CMS and a conference of state health policymakers. An 
important example of these conflicting incentives — and a primary focus of my research — is the 
hospitalization of nursing home residents. My research (PI, Commonwealth Fund) has examined the 
costs, predictors and outcomes of these hospitalizations. I am currently the lead evaluator at Harvard on 
the high-profile evaluation of the CMS pay-for-performance demonstration aimed at reducing avoidable 
hospitalizations and other poor quality care practices. 

Although my focus at HMS has been research, I have also been active in teaching and mentoring. Over 
the past four years, I have led a tutorial as part of the HMS Introduction to Health Policy (HC750) course. 
I have guest lectured in other health policy and health economics courses around Harvard. I also mentor 
several doctoral and post-doctoral students each year. 

In sum, throughout my time at HMS, I have constructed a robust research and funding record in the 
economics of aging and long-term care, while maintaining a strong commitment to teaching and academic 
citizenship. 
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
